PUBLIC MEETING. 


A public meeting was held on Monday 
evening in Bannerman’s hall, to discuss 
matters relating to the Northwest legislature, 
Tliere was a food attendance. On motion of 
F. Oliver, who had called the meeting 
seconded by M. McLeod, R. McKernan was 
appointed chairman. 

Mr. Vliver being called upon said that he 
hac felt it to be his duty, before leaving for 
Regina to attend the forthcoming session of 
the Northwest leyislature, to give those 
whom he had the honor to represent as full 
an explanation as possible ef what had been 
done and the course taken vy himself at the 
former session, Properly the meeting should 
have been called sooner but as tne business 
resulting from the session had only been 
concluded recently a more complete state- 
ment could be given at the present than at 
any previous time. At the wish of his 
colleague, the senior meinber for the district, 
he read an explanation of his absence from 
the meeting. A great deal of the time of 
the late svesion had been taken up in revising 
the ordinances which had been passed by the 
late Northwest council, during the years of 
ite existence from '78 to '87. It was felt that 
when that council ceased to exist was a suit- 
able time to consolidate and amend, and as 
far as sible make to conform with the 
new order of things, the whole of the many 
ordinances that had been passed by it. The 
work was necessary but it was tedious and 
laborious, and the result might not be per- 
fectionwhichwas impossible and as the chang 
ingcircumstances of thecountryrequired per- 
Segoe changes in the laws, it would probably 

e found that the work of the legislature in 
the revision made, would answer present 
purposes fairly well. The reason for sucha 
mass of ordinances in a new and _ thinly 
populated country was that a want which in 
other countries was met by a municipal by 
law hadhere to be met by a legislative 
ordinance. The Ferry ordinance had been 
amended by doing away with the auction 
sale of ferry licenses whereby the amount 
realized from the sale went to the Northwest 
treasury, and providing instead that where 
the circumstances admitted the scale of 
fees could be lowered, thereby giving the 
neighboring ian 0b ay, of the Northwest 
treasury the benefit. Onthe renewal of the 
Hcense of the Edmonton ferry the tolls had 
been reduced one half to-all persone living 
withing ten miles of the crossings exceptin 
freighting outfits. This was a substantia 
advantage to residents and was better for the 
ferryman than compelling him to pay sever- 
al hundred dollars to 
for his license. The 
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-the Northwest by means of resolutions. 
pa of these resolutions asked for a reduc- 
tion in the price of pre-emptionn from $2 to 
#1 anacre outside the failway belt. The 
answer made on bchalf of the government 
was thatit was not believed to be ‘in the 
interests cither of the settlers or of the 
country that special inducements should be 
offered tosettlers to take up such lands. 
Anotber asked that the reserved odd-sections 
outside the railway belt be thrown open to 
settlement. The answer made to this was 
that the policy of reserving alternate 
sections was copied from the United States 
where it had excellents results, and if 
abandoned here it would be impossible to 
encourage colonization railways as in the 
past; and. further that the time had not 
arrived when the policy advocated could be 
adopted. A grant of $10,000 was asked for 
the special purpose of inducing immigration 
to the Northwest by establishing avents 
acquainted with the Territories at desirable 
points in Eastern Canada, Great Britain and 
the United States: believing that a yireat 

rt of the money now expended by the 
ederal government for immigration pur- 

3 Was wasted on account of ayents 
ing employed who, knew nothing of the 
country. To this request it was objected, 
first, thatthe sum asked was inadequate, 
and second that the government doubted 
the advisability of making subventions of 
the kind indicated to particular territories or 
provinces which would make it difticult to 
decline similar demands from other pro- 
vinces. A request had been made for 
advances of seed grain to settlers who 
required that assistance in the southeastern 
art of the territories. The answer was that 
n the opinion of the minister of interior it 
would inexpedient that any further 
advances of seed grain should for the pre- 
sent be made by the Dominion government 
to settlersin the Northwest. The request 
that no dues be required for cutting of dry 
wood for fuel had been granted. The 
request that scrip be granted to half breeds 
born between 1870 and 1885 in settlement of 
their claims had not yet been answered 
directly, but this matter as well as the others 
touched upon by the assembly—had been 
brought up in the house of commons by 
Messrs. Davin and Macdowaill, aid to then, 
the minister of interior had said. “I may 
say thatthe government are giving very 
serious attention to that matter and Iam 
sure that they feelinclined to do all they 
possibly can to carry out the views express. 
ed by my hon. friends from the Northwest.” 
All the requeste made had not been granted 
but, some had been and it was the duty of 
every friend of the country to continue to 
press for the granting of those which, though 
refused forthe timeshould and probably 
would be granted in the future. The course 
through which the liquor question ran at the 
late session was described. Although hy a 
vote of six to fourteen the members decided 
that the proper way to settle the question 
was by popular vote, when it came to paying 
out $3,000 for the purj.ose, those who declar- 
ed thetnselves least satisfied with the present 
system made the strongest. objections to the 
xpenditure—the only fair way in which a 
iiuas could be brought about. This 
consideration and the decision of the judyes 
who satin the assembly but did pot vote, 
that the assambly had not the right to take 
the vote, influenced the minds of the 
inembers 60 that in committee it was decided 
by 13 to 7 that the vote should not be taken 
at territorial expense. He (Mr. Oliver) was 
one ofthe seven who thought that if the 
question was of half the importance that the 
Opponents of the present system declared it 
to be, & settlement even ata cost of 88,000 
was most desirable’ A motioi, was subec 
quently Carried asking the federal govern 
ment to take a@ vote of the people of the 
Northwest on the subject, or grant to the 
assembly the same power to deal with the 
ues lon as Was possessed by the provinces.

further step forward should be made and 
that the constitution and powers of the 
assembly should be fixed ob gy monger as 
they are not apresent, and also that the 
annual subsidy should be increased to an 
amount proportionate to that receivad by 
the provinces, and made as independent of 
changes of opinions or circumstances as 
provincial subsides are. In the case of the 
rovinces no matter what action their 
eyislatures may take within their proper 
Sphere their constitution, powers and 
revenues remain the same. With the 
Territories, should the asseinbly take action 
against the wish of the federal government, 
its powers might be curtailed, ita constitu- 
tion altered and its revenues reduced, or cut 
off. Aslong as this is the case it is 
impossible for it to truly and fully present 
the ee nes of the Norbhwest. It should be 
the business of the representatives of the 
people to secure for themselves that libert 
of action within their proper sphere, whi 
is necesssary to the proper manageinent of 
local government affairs. The matter of the 
expenditure of funds for public improve- 
ments in each electoral district had been 
placed in the hands of the member for the 
district, The total amount a propriated at 
the late session for public mprovements 
was $19.800, or a grant of $900 to each 
district. In comparing this amount with 
former yrants it was necessary to remember 
that the present full representation of the 
people required 22 electoral districts, as 
against 14 before, therefore $22,000 was 
required now to make a showing per district 
equal to what $14,000 would have done 
before. Besides at that time the districts 
were very much smaller, and a certain 
amount of money expended within their 
narrow limits would make a better showing 
than an equal expenditure spread over the 
present wider area, Therefore if an equal 
amount of money grant per district could 
now be shown and if ual value for the 
expenditures made ota be seen it was 
because more money had been secured or 
expended to better advantage than before. 
The first appropriation to the united district 
of Edmonton and St. Albert had been $1,800. 
Recently $1,000 had been added. The Red 
Deer district, which before did not exist— 
and the greater part of the improvements 
within which Edmonton received the benefit, 
received 31,400 in all.

people of Edinonton., He did not think this 
amount had been exceeded in any one year 
in the past.

the. Athabasca trail. Tenders had been 
cavertised for, a contract had been let, 
satisfactory security had been furnished, 
and there was every reason. to believe that 
two substantial and most necessary bridges 
would be completed for considerably less 
than the sum available, which would leave 
the remainder of the $1,000 for other 
purposes. When the contract was complcted 
it would be possible to give the actual 
figures, which would be done, and he was 
confident it would be found that full value 
had been received for the money. He 
thanked the meeting for the 
kind attention they had given to the rather 
dry details which had been offered for their 
consideration and hoped that equal attention 
would be paid to any one desirous of saying 
anything regarding Northwest matters for 
the free discussion of which the meeting had 
been called.
